The jndi.',e Mliiillh'il hl.i papers lojjether 
and told the Jury they ini^^ht !<o lo thoir 
work, and he woiil l ret lu n ,a verdict for 
them himself. For a full mile in every 
direction from where the body was found 
the country was as level as a table. 

This jury wa.«! not so conscientious as 
aiKjtticr, ill the same part of the world, 
composed iif the friends lil sonic peojile 
accused of stealing pork: "We liiid the 
dflfondant not guilty, but believe he 
hooked the pork. "

Not 
only has the rond been saved from falling 
into the hands of the Ciraud Trunk, but it 
has also been preserved from tho rapa- 
cious "rasp of the American stockholders. 
Tho government havi- stood by iho coni- 
panyi and the lionau hu.-j heou luyal to tlio 
"'overnniont. iV inajoi'ity id 71 in a liuiiso 
of 206 shows liow tinnly the MiiL-doiialil 
government are seulod ii:id to Hhat u.xtt'iit 
they enjoy tho coiilUleiice of liouso and 
country.

The first ea.sential of a .soapurt is a coni- 
niodious harbiir. NVuh'uit such, nn sea- 
port can ever hoi>e to iiiaku substantial 
jirogi'SBS or attract couimorce to its wImp- 
ves. As ttll instunce Portlaml might be 
niontionod .Though b.acked by all the ciip 
ilal and energy wliicii our noiglibura gen- 
fi-ailv bring to boar when they wiali to 
acooi'nplish an effect, u lias always labored 
mider the disabilities arising from its in- 
convenient and dangerous harbor bar. 
Tho recent discussion in regard to our own 
liarbor, arising out of tho refusal of the 
collector of customs to allow the Queen of 
the Pacific to diachaiLje at the wharf at 
Shoal Point when kIio wa.s unal)le to enter 
tho harbor proper, seems to have been 
uouducted oil a somewhat similar llarro^v 
liaais, Tho broad question appears to bo 

i.sitof.any eonseiiueiice to Viutoria that 

nIu! should possess -i harbor lit to aeenin- 
iiiodate even the liir;,'e.st cla.ss of the mor- 
l antile marine, either steamers or sailiiit; 
Vessels/ Jf such iin li:irl)uur is no ohjecl 
to Victoria, it is useless to contiiuiu the 
subject fnrther. Assuming, however, tliat 
a convenient and accessible harbor is of 
liaraiijoiint importaiice to «vei'y seapi>rt, 
tho unestion comes, does the liiirboi- of 
Victoria answer t hi.s description; Every- 
body Jknows it does- not, that not- 
withstanding laige ex[)eliditiires for ye;ifs 
it is yet in a very imperfect state, and 
.Ml earners of even ordinary 8i?.e ore liable 
to run aground withont the aid of a tug. 
Any stranger watching the tortuous prog- 
ress oi one of these boats either c ining 111 
or going out, ur stuck in iho mud fur five 
or six hours, would not form a faviir;ible 
opinion. Still it is a very fortunate tiling 
that ocean steamers of even the ordinary 
class can approach our wharves and dia- 
chufi'o their cargoes in the very centre of 
the eily. The writer decs not know what 
the average life of an ocean steamer is, 
but the mortality on this coast luid the 
Sound has of late been considerable, and 
the [)resent tendency is to build larger, 
tiller and n-.ore powerful boats m every 
way, and of tins class that: nm,-, the 

Queen of the I'acitic, may be coiiaidered 
an example. Now it will prob.ably be 
years before the liuter harbor is sutiicieiil- 
ly improved to admit vessels of this class, 
and it will certainly be as long before 
Victoria removes to Esquiinalt to accom- 
nioilate them. Latterly there has been an 
outer wharf almoBi providentially built to 
tide us over the dilliculty; but the collec- 
tor of customs luis settled all that. It 
only remains, tbereiore, to accommodate 
the steamers to tho harbor, and to allow 
the subsidy paid by the Dominion to be- 
come a sort of retiring allowance for any 
superannuated raltledrums tliat can man- 
age to crawl up from .San Francisco and 
back a<,'ain; meanwhile the yound with its 
freedom from incouvenionces,in the form 
of an unprogressivB and obstinate collec- 
tor and the large passenger tralhc it pre- 
sents will attract the finest boats that can 
be put on the route. .Shipping la very 
sensitive (especially expensive steamers) 
and delays and iiieonveiiiences are things 
that if there is an alternative it will avoid. 
Now, wlio built the Shoal Point wharf or 
who owns it or who does not ; or whether 
the dueell of the racitie was put 011 teiii- 
jjorarily orporinam.Mitly; or what were the 
motives of the company in putting her on 
the route, are all sido-shows that do not 
affect the matter at all. 'J'he practical 
facts are that tho wharf was there and tho 
vcs.sei was there, and that aho waa too 
lai-L'e to enter tho inner harbor, whether 
she could barely have done so or not; and 
under these circmnstaiices if there was 
any stretch in oHicial redtape, Collector 
Hainloy should certainly have discovered 
it in this case, even if he had taken tho 
responsibility on himself, and by extend- 
in/a proper courtesy have thown that 
whatever might be tho intentions of the 
company Victoria was willing to respond 
toani improved steamer accommodation. 
When vou can dictate to people, putting 
on airs iH all very well; but otherwise it is 
»imply stupid, and one dose of hghterogo 



was enough for the steamship comi)any. 
All Bteamera that are able to enter the 
harbor should enter; tut in all cases when 
from size they are unable to do So they j 
should be allowed to discharge at the out- j 
er wharf. In tho meanwhile tho."'' gen- | 
tlemen who fear that their i)ro,)eriy will; 
bo injured by tho discharging >d' tho ! 
steamers at the outer wharf should see 
that schemes tor the improvement of tho 
inner harbor are more energetically pros- 
ecuted; and it would alto !>e well to re- 
mind them that a line of .well appointed 
and swift steamers, ninninL; between Vic- ^ 
toria and ISan Francisco, besides placing ■ 
lis on the same footing as ilie Sound, 
woukl do much more than counteract all 
the petty inconveniences and supposed do-

AMEIilCA AND (lEltMANY. 

The estrangement the I'liited .States 
and t iermany began with the refusal of 
the latter [lower to_^admit American [jork 
products into their territory It wa^f 
charged that .-Xmorican hogs when alfect- 
ed with trichinosis and cholera were 
slaughtered, converted into hams and ba- 
con and shipped to Euroiw. Tho state- 
ment was otlicially denied. .Sargent, the 
.•\inerican minister to Berlin, wa.xed so in- 
dignant after a heated controversy with 
Uisnuirck that he was on the point of de- 
manding his pa[)er3. The tr< nblo was at 
last smoothed over; but (ii itnany will 
not accept the Imi;, and the unclean ani- 
mal remained a disturbiiiL; eleiiunt in 
the relations of the two eountries until 
the l^asker incident, which .lecurred in 
this way. W hen Herr Lasker died the 
r. 8. congress— probably over-estimat- 
ing his political importance m Germany — 
ihouijht it would bo a grand strokw of 
policy and, perhaps, smoothe the road for 
tho re entry of the .■Kmerican Iiol; into 
ihe ( ierman bill of fare il a l esoluuoii 
of sympathy with the ( ienn.m pe ople 
were passed. The resolution in (pu'stion 
was introduced 111 tiie house on the IHhof 
.lanuary and passed without objection. Ii 
was as follows : 

/iV.si/if.'i/, That the house has heard with 
deep regret of the death of the eminent 
(ierman statesman, Lasker; th.it his loss 
is not alone to be mourned by lla people 
of his native laud, where his linn and 
constant exposition of and devotion to 
free and liberal ideas have materially ail- 
vanced the social, political and economie 
condition of those people, but by lovers 
of liberty throuyhoul the world; that a 
copy of these resolutions be forwanled to 
the family of deceased, as well as to the 
minister of the I'nited States resident at 
the capital of the fierman empire, to be 
by him comiuunieated , through the lei;it 
nnate channel, to the [>resiiliiJi,' ntlieer I'l' 
the bodv of which ileceased wa.s a luem- 
ber. 

The resolution was offered to Bismarck 
by tho Ainorican minister; but to the con 
fusion, surprise and indignation of that 
gentleman the German chancellor, re 
marking that Lasker'a position in 1 Ier- 
many wa? not such as to mititle him to 
the distinction conveyed by the resolu- 
tion, declined to receive it. The emo- 
tions that agitated the .-Vinerieaii minister 
when I he resolution was declined have 
been .shared by the .■\niericaii nation; and 
it is remarked that Ihe relations of Ihe 
two powers, which the ho;,' mailer had 
strained, are now in a dan^^ernus slate id' 
tension, it is not to bo imagined that ;i 
war will eventiiatO; but the incident is 
the more singular inasmuch as Lasker w as 
a .'ew and as such abhorred pork; while 
i.-onoress, wishing to enriyfavor wilh 
Bismarck on the hoi_; i|iie.stion, |)asao d the 
resolution condolint; wiih (iermany on his 
death .'

The Transvaal .\dvortiaer containa an 
account of the execution of the Kalhr 
chief Manipoer for murder and rebellion. 
The o-xeculivu council decided that siin- 
teiico of death should be carried out with- 
in the precincts of the jail; but for some 
reason or other it was resolved to vary the 
practice in the case fif Manipoer, and tho 
gallows waa erected on tho western side of 
the jail, within the inclosure. 

Shortly after (j o'clock in the niorning 
Manipoer waa unirclied from his cell to 
the iiiclosiiio, and after some delay conse- 
quent upon a defect in tho arrangements, 
he mounted the platform with a lirm stop 
and without any outward sign of fear. Ho 
was then pinioned and hialoga b.jund.aiid 
the halter adjusted about hia neck, and 
then only a nervoiia t ivilcliiiig of the lin 
gers waa visible. Shortly afterwards a 
bolt was drawn and tho drop fell. A hor- 
rible scene ensued. The mpo broke, and 
the uuf(>rtunate wretch fidl into the pit 
which htid heen dug to give tliu reqiiiiiitii 
fall. The hangman, Booth, was for a 
short time unnerved by tho incident and 
did not know what to do, but the jailor 
and another oflicial went to his assistance 
and the body was once more hoisted on 
lo the platform and the rope knotted, ami 
the body left to hang for the prescribed 
time. It is stated that the neck of tho 
chief waa dishaaled by the fall, and if so, 
probably life waa already extinct before 
tho body waa suspended for the second 
time. The government enforced tho at- 
tendance of tho Kuflir prisoners who had 
been more or leas compatriots of Mani- 
poer, and they were coinpolled to witness 
the death-agonies of the chief. It may be 
mentioned that the government did not 
think it necessaiy to provide the con- 
demnod prisoner with a shirt, and ho was 
hanged in all its nakedness. The execu- 
tioner was the man Booth, who was con- 
demned to a long period of penal servi- 
tude for the miirclor.of his sorgoant • some 
time ago. As a reward for liia meritor- 
ious services he has been pardoned, and 
the government has provided him with a 
suit of clothes and a sum of money to 
start him in the world. It is understood 
ho will proceed to Natal very shortly.
